There was the Exploring Program Electives 
Week. This was a new attempt this year when demon- 
strations and lectures were brought to the 9th, 10th, 
11th grade students. In the years past, seniors stayed 
at home until brunch=time while the underclassmen 
went to only four electives to watch or listen to.
